Not  only  has  he  been  a  consistent  challenge  in  the  classroom,  but 
also  a  sympathetic  and  practical  counsellor  to  many.  In  spite  of  a 
constantly  pressing  schedule,  there  is  always  that  moment,  ungrudg- 
ingly given,  to  share  a  personal  joy  or  trial. 

To  you,  Mr.  Simmonds,  in  praise  to  God,  and  in  appreciation  of 
your  lectures,  counselling  and  personal  concern,  we  dedicate  the  1967

"Other  foundation  can   no  man  lay" 


It  is  axiomatic  that  a  building  is  no  better 
than  its  foundation.
